Bills to Increase 
Sales Tax Ready 
For Senate Vote 


Powell Measure 
For Flat O ho Cont 
Hike Receives Praise 


SPRINGFIELD fW-The adminis­ 
tration bills for a 1-2 cent, two- 
year increase in the state sales 
tax, and a m atching use tax on 
out-of state 
buying, 
today were 
ready for a passage vote in the 
Senate. 


At the same time, the other m a­ 
jor bill in the ••agreed" revenue 
program of Gov. William G. S trat­ 
ton and Chicago Mayor Richard 
J. Daley—the bill for a 12 cent 
city sales tax without referendum 
—moved to the Senate floor with 
committee approval. 


But business 
spokesmen 
who 
have been battling the Stratton- 
Daley program jumped behind a 
rival tax plan sponsored by Rep. 
Paul Powell (D Vienna) which also 
got approval of a committee Wed­ 
nesday. 


The Powell BUI 


The Powell bill w’ould impose a 
flat I cent sales tax increase for 
two years, earm ark half of the 
increase for public schools and the 
other half for cities 
It would r e ­ 
quire downstate cities to reduce 
their property tax levies by one- 
half the amount of sales tax rev­ 
enue gained and Chicago to reduce 
property tax levies by one fourth 
the 
sales tax 
revenues, 
Cities 
would share the sales tax share 
on a population basis 


While 
the Stratton-Daley 
city 
sales tax measure was under heavy 
fire from m erchants and city offi­ 
cials in the Senate Municipalities 
committee, Powell's hill won un­ 
expected praise from at least two 
business forces.

Meek, president of the Illinois Fed* 
eratwn of Retail Asana , said of the 
Powell bill 
‘'There's more sense 
to it than any of the other salt*;- 
tax bills ” 


Members of the Chicago m er­ 
chants delegation who last week 
unsuccessfully tried to get Stratton 
to agree to a state wide tax to be 
shared with cities also praised the 
Powell bill. 


Rep W illiam Lyons (D Gillespie) 
summed up some downstate legis­ 
lators leaning on the Powell hill 
by saving, “This doesn't involve 
any 
deal'.' between the governor 
and the mayor of Chicago or any 
other mayor "

Safety Period 


'Slow Down end 
Live' Campaign 
M ay 27 to Sept. 5 


Sheriff William T. Barrett of Sa­ 
line county today proclaimed the 
period between 6 p 
rn. May 27 
and midnight Sept. 5 as a safety 
period in this county identified as 
“ Slow Down and Live.’* 


“ During this time all enforce­ 
ment personnel at my com mand 
w ill be alerted to the tremendous 
task of furnishing the necessary 
protection of the travelling pub 
lie." Barrett s proclamation stated. 
His proclamation was made in 
co-operation with the governors of 
the 48 Staten and the Illinois State 
safety co-ordinator. 


At the 46th annual meeting of 
the 
Governors’ conference 
last 
year. “ Slow Down and Live” was 
unanimously 
endorsed 
with the 
signing of a joint declaration by 
the 48 governors, setting forth the 
position of each state in full sup­ 
port of thi-> highway safety pro­ 
ject. 
Harvey J Dowling, Illinois safe 
t> co ordinator, is now asking the 
sheriff'* of each county to take 
charge of the safety campaign in 
their re s p e c ts e areas, with the 
Traffic Safety section of the Illi­ 
nois State police co operating. 
The program is designed to bring 
about 101 days of intensified en ­ 
forcement and publicity 
between 
Memorial Day and Labor Day. 
••Regardless 
of how 
we m ay 
evaluate 
speed 
as an accident 
cause, everyone will agree that 
speed kills.” Sheriff Barrett sta t­ 
ed 
“ It 
requires 
only common 
sense to know that the chance of 
death or '•eriou-* injury in a m o­ 
tor vehicle accident is greater if 
the vehicle is moving at a high 
rate of 'peed 
"Our problem is not excessive 
speed alone, but all the violations 
in which the driver is so much in 
a hurry that the ^peed of the ve­ 
hicle is too fast for conditions. This 
is the real objective of our pro­ 
gram. 
“ If we eliminate the headlong 
rush. we strike at the largest sin­ 
gle factor in traffic accidents and 
traffic deaths.”

House committee will investigate 
finances of the White County. 111.. 
Bridge Commission 
The House voted 205-166 Wednes­ 
day to approve the inquiry, sought 
by Indiana Democrats and opposed 
by Illinois members. 
Hoosier Reps. Winfield K. Den­ 
ton and Ray J. Madden said that 
when Congress created the author­ 
ity 15 years ago to operate the 
bridge near New Harmony, Ind., it 
failed to provide for auditing the 
commission’s books. 
Both Democrats emphasized they 
were not accusing anyone of wrong­ 
doing, but said the bridge cost 
$500,000 and Congress should find 
out 
what’s 
been done with the 
$3,196,000 in tolls collected during 
the last 14 years. 
Illinois Republicans Charles W 
Vursell and Leo E. Allen said Con­ 
gress should devote its time to 
more pressing m atters. 
They 
said 
the 
commission’s 
books were open to everyone, and 
that in voting for the investigation 
the

was 
acting on the 
•grumblings of bellyachers.’’

Estimated Death 
Toll Set af 90; 
Hundreds Hurt 


Udall, Kans., Hit 
Hardest; Three 
States in Path 


UDALL, Kan 
(IF — Tornadoes 
left a tragic path of death 
and 
ruin in three southwestern states 
today. 
One twister all but wiped this 
village of! the map in the worst 
such disaster ever to hit the “cy­ 
clone state” of Kansas. 
The estimated death total for the 
entire 
area was 
set at 90, 
and 
authorities feared it would mount. 
Hundreds were injured. 
This was the hoxscore of dead 
and 
injured 
in the 
devastation 
which struck Wednesday night in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas: 
Udall and Vicinity—-54 dead, at 
least 500 injured 
Blackwell, Okla.—20 dead, 150 to 
200 injured. 
Cheyenne. Okla —2 dead. 
Sterling, Tex —14 feared dead in 
a bomber crash. 
Udall, a village of 610, suffered 
I the most savage blow. State high­ 
way police said an estimated 
40 
persons 
were 
killed 
when 
the 
twister demolished a home for the 
aged. 
Three more bodies were brought 
to hospitals in surrounding commu­ 
nities, and at least 200 persons in 
the area were injured. 
Weather Bureau records showed 
it was 
the most deadly 
tornado 
ever to hit the 
state of Kansas. 
The worst previous entire year of 
storm deaths was 1917, when 
42 
Kansans were killed. 
Udall Mayor Earl 
Rowe esti­ 
mated 
the 
toll 
in 
Wednesday 
night's twister even higher. 
“ Out of a population of 610,” he 
said, “ there must be 500 killed and 
wounded.
